I  doubt  not  if  some  great  and  worthy  stranger  should 
come  among  us,  wise  to  discern  the  temper  and  mould 
of  a  people,  observing  the  high  hopes  and  aims,  the 
diligent  alacrity  of  our  extended  thoughts,  but  that 
he  would  cry  out  as  Pyrrhus  did,  admiring  the  Roman 
docility  and  courage,  "if  such  were  my  Epirots  I 
would  not  despair  the  greatest  design  that  could  be 
attempted  to  make  a  Church  or  Kingdom  happy."
